If this (lucstiou wati answered to the en- 
tire sati«>factiou of the powers there liiight 
lie some light ou the future situation in 
China; but with, the absolute lack of 
trustworthy iaformution, 41II are acting 
in the dark. No one la willing to hazard 
11 iruests as to what the outcome is to be. 

••Western civilization," eaid an oflicial 
of the foreign olllce to a representative 
of the -iUisyciated Press, "is apparently 
face to face with liie problem. This time 
the i>owerH have to deal not merely with 
the defeiiderii of the ,\lanchu dynasty, 
l<ut to all uppearanccts with an uprising 
of the Cliinese pooplC; who imagine that 
ihe European powers for the last two 
.veai-s have been aiming not to verthrow 
the dynasty, but to tiiUe China. This 
.seeniK lo liave given rise lo au unpre- 
eeileiitrd spirit of patriotism. We fear 
lliai Xurtli Cliiiia will not aluue be in- 
volved ill the aiiti-forcigu outbuitit, but 
that ihe Vang 'i'.se Kiniig yalley will be- 
long be caught in the vortex. There 
have been indications recently which in- 
spire us with this appreheutiion. The 
niovement of drilled forces 'is one of 
tliem. 

:V Biguilieant fad in the present situa- 
lion in thut during tlie Cliino-,Iapanese 
war, when the .Iniiiiiicr'i; were inilietin'- 
serious defeat upon the Chinese, the yici" 
roys of the central aud soullieru prov- 
inerK, in which were u areat miniber of 
drided troops, were iimtructed by Li 
llun^' Chang iiiot to send the M-HeKi 
nurili, but at the present moment the.so 
troops are under orders to march towards 
I'eltin." 

Tue Preiicli government still ontertaiuB 
lioijcs of the safely of tlio legatioiw iu 
Pekin in view of to-day's advices.

RUSSIA'S TASK. 
Berlin, July 21.— The Chinese situa- 
tion takes on a radically diftereut shape 
from the news which has reached here 
from Russia. What Europe hitherto 
know about llie troubles m Manchuria 
was what the Ru.ssian goverumeut chose 
to let pass. Now a number of reports, 
some of tliem olllciul, but a majority 
private, liave readied liere from St. 
Pelersbur;,', wliicli tally in tlie maiu 
point. 1'iie situation in Cliinese Mau- 
elniria and along the- 1,500 l;ilunietres 
of borderland, on the Siberian side of 
wliicli tile .Vmur river forms a frontier, 
is hlilcl: wore dangerous I'or Jli,f;iin 
tliau has hillierto oeeli siispei?t'.';I. 

The Associated I'ress eoi-r,"i|'.iindcnt 
lin.s obtained at tlie Itiissiaa enibufsy 
liere an impartial though (cautious ccu- 
lirniatioii of the above stra-iiient. A 
military (Muitribiitor to tiie Tagoblatt 
says ollleial Kussian news showed tlint 
Chinese regular troops, aided b,.' irregu- 
lars, in all nmiilieriiig !il.out 120,000, 
an? in open war against Rihm-i, \v)t only 
ileniamliiig the wilhilriiwal of tlie Rus- 
sians friiiu Chinese territory, but after 
tlu> Itussian refusal to willidraw, the 
Cliinese assumed the oU'eiisive and 
drove ofl' tlie Russians from railroad 
construction, and are uuilerlaking I'.os- 
tik» operations against Harbin, IMago- 
vestcliensk and oilier towns, shelling tlio 
last named place. \Vliat makes the 
Chinese hostilities extremely dangerous, 
Iiowi!ver, is the fact that the Ciiinese, 
by a series of recently eoiistrnctcd forts 
and redoubts, absolutely control the 
naviwition of the Amur river for a dis- 
t:iiice of 20 rcrsts, thus preventing Rus- 
sia from transporting troops on the only 
route open, nt least until these fm-tilica- 
tions shall hare been taken by the Rus- 
sians. 

Though the Russian censorship 's 
iigiiiu most severe, telegrams reached 
iiere to-day from .St. I'etersburg that 
Itlagovestcliensk was taken by the Chi- 
nese, wlio seized a large tiniount of 
uioiie3' iu the Rus.so-Chiiiese bank lliere. 
All reports agree that the Russian gov- 
erumeut now considers that, liussia is 
actually at war with Cliiiia; that the 
sliilly-slially imlicy bitlierto maintained 
will now be dropped; tliat Russi.i is 
now linrrledl.v preparing fur a .serious 
canipaigu in Xorlh C^hina, sejiarati' from 
the iithri- powers; and llial Kussia Avill 
not lie aide or williiij,' under lliese iil- 
lered circumsla iices to hear an adeipiate 
share in the Tien 'i'siu-lVkin campaign. 

The Kussian forrivs availalile along 
the border and tliroilghoiic Xiirtlleril 
(_:hiiia are slated to comprise biil- 
talions of the line, 'Si baltalioiis of re- 
serves. 17 GossiicU regiments aud 17 
tield batteries— altogether 78,000 men.

Vancouver, July 21.— The board of 
trade held au emergency meeting this 
aClenioon and sent telegrams to the 
I'loviiieial aud Douiiiiiou governmenta 
asldag for adequate protection for tho 
Jisherinen at Steveston who desired to 
go our. in tlie river to lisli. Mr. T. 
-Mathews, who look llie side of the 
strikers, protested very strougly against 
the resolution. He said in effect that 
it was asking the government to inter- 
fore with the lishcrmeu's union, and • 
suggested authoritative violeuctThgainst:' 
organized lubor. He was reminded 
that violence had already been done by 
the strikers. Several canners explained 
that there were enough lishenueu who 
would lish if protected, to satisfy all de- 
mands. The strikers demands wore un- 
reasonable; that; it; was jihnost a 
linaiiciai disaster that the action of the 
Klrikers should close uii the cauuerios; 
ami that the government should protect 
those lishermeu from violbiice who de- 
sired to lisli at canners' prices. 

At a late liour to-niglit no word had 
been received from the Dominion gov- 
ernment in answer lo llie telegram sent 
by the canners' combine or by the board 
of trade. At the North Arm of the 
Praser the strike is not lieing feit much, 
'i'lie lisli are running freely and one cun- 
iier has pat up 500 cases. One big In- 
dian at the Xorlii Arm has been making 
big hauls. He sluuds in his boat with 
his ritie cocked, and every btrilter that 
approaches ho tells that if tlioy como 
within 20 yards of his boat ho will put 
a bullet tlirough their brains. Ue is 
not being molested. To-night the coni 
seusus of opinion among the canners 
was that unless the governments wiret| 
that protection would be given, the c;in^ 
ucries would be closed W\ .^^iQiulay.

Ten patrol boats 
mauuod with strikers quickly followed 
them, aud a police tug put out imme- 
diately afterwards, running between tho 
two boats. It is said the strikers iu the 
patrol boats were headed by Rogers, 
vice-president of the Btovostou fisher- 
men's union. The strikers captured tho 
boats and lowed them to shore, iu defi- 
ance of the police, whom tliey jeered at, 
while their former occupants were ex- 
posed liefore the crowds on the streets 
and vile names hurled at them. An- 
other story is told by Mr. Houston, the 
caiiiier, tliat I'oliceman Lister stood on 
the wharf and watched a man being iil- 
treateil and pounded by the strikers and 
was powerless to interfere, as unless he 
used his gun lie would liave been useless 
in such a mob. It is rei)orte<i that 
Lister has informed his superior that 
the hiiudful of police are powericss at 
Steveston under existing circumstances. 
Many other wild rumors are current as 
to policemen being roughly handled, but ■ 
these rumors are not conlirmed nt this 
writing.

— During last week the 
barometer registered between 90 and 95 
degrees, touching the miximiim on Fri- 
day, when 102 was recorded In the shade, 
making it the Jiottest day erer recorded 
in Paris. The extreme heat continues to- 
day without any indication of a break in 
the hot epell. The streotfi during the 
■week ■were deserted at -midday and re- 
maiued so throughout the afternoon by all 
except business people. 

Many cases of sunstroke were treated 
to-dny. TIio we.nthor had a very un- 
favorable iulluonce upon the attendance 
ut the exposition. Parisians kept away 
entirely and only the provincials bore 
for a sliort stay braved the sun's rays. 
The big <lrop in the number of visitors 
■bronglit about an iiifitantnnoous .^hin-.p in 
the [irico of tickets, which sold for 75 
centimes when the slww opened. They 
•gradiiuTly drc^pped to 4,'j centimes, at 
■which price they liad been standing for 
tlie past few weeks. Yesterday, bow- 
over, the hawkers hud dilllculty in se- 
•curlng buyers at 25 centimes.

New York, .Inly 21. — The Lveuing 
World publishes u detailed story of the 
Tien Tsiu fight. It comes from Fnid- 
orick Palmer and has been copyrighted 
by the pa[)er. It is as follows: 

" Clu'e Koo, .Inly H», via Shanghai, 
July 21. — The attack on the native city 
of Tien Tsin on July 13 resulted in the 
narrowest escape from what seemed, up 
to niidiiiglu, would be a terrible disaster 
to the allies. 

" The Itussiaus went swinging to the 
north end and the other allies south at 
daybreak. The llussians were to take 
the forts near the city wall, and the 
other allies the city itself. 

" Gen. Tukushina, the Japanese com- 
innnder, promised that the Japanese en- 
gineers, after three hours' shell fire 
from all guns, would cross (he bridi^e 
over the moat before the wall, anil, 
blowing up the great simth gate, make 
a breach for the infantry to enter. 
I'piui this depended everything. 

■■ Gen. Tukushiuu had not scouted the 
bridge, and in 24 hours had not scouted 
the ground over which the charge on 
the bridge had to be made. The Chi- 
nese destroyed 1 the bridge and llooiled 
the land around it. The allies' shell 
lire in no wise subdued the Chinese rifle 
lire from the loophoieJ wall, which was 
;;o feel high, with a moat 20 feet deep 
aroiiiul it. 

■■An outer wall of mud made it im- 
piissihe f(U' the infantry and marines 
eoiiiing np the held to reply to the ("ui- 
nese. They lost ~M men in ten niiiintes, 
iIh'I! rnshi'd hack from the nuul wall 
which they had reached. tien. Dor- 
ward, the British cnumaiider. hastened 
forward with a f !-a.L"iicnt a ry instead of 
an iiiti'gral skirmish line. The .\iiieri- 
ean marines and the \Velsli Knsiliers 
together, under coiniiiand of ^\'all^M•, 
were on Ihe extreme left.

British and American Demands 
Will Demoralize Pacific 
Lines. 



The dein.tnd.s of the governments of 
Great Britiuu aud' the United States are 
likely to badly demoruJizo the trans- 
pacific steamsbip service. Already the 
Colonist has reported that of the three 
large steamers of tho Nippon Yusen 
Kaislui line, two — and it may bo also 
tke third — have been impressed to carry 
troops to China by the Japanese gov- 
ernment. Now it is reported that the 
tliree Knipresscs, and also tho K. M. S. 
Warrimoo, now at Vancouver prepar- 
ing to siiil aguiu for the Antipodes on 
Friday, are to be taken as troopships. 

A special despatch to tho Colonist 
from its Ottawa correspondent last 
night said: "It is roiKjrted that the 
Canadian-Austrnlian liner due to leave 
next week uud the white Empresses are 
to Lie requisitioned by the Admiralty 
aa transports. - i' luiowmg on the pre- 
vious despatch punlisucd yesterday by 
the Colonist to the effeet that the Ot- 
tawa authorities have been asked to 
lu-i'aiige for tlie traiisiiort of troops and 
muuitions of war through Canada, it 
seems that Vietoria — where is situated 
the North Pacific naval station— is to be 
iniide till' depot f^r the despatch of 
tioops lo the scene of the now war in 
the Far East. 

Not only are the- Empresses rn be 
taken from tht^ Oriental traus-l'aeitic 
freight and passenger carrying service, 
but also some ot the vessels of the 
Northern Pacific fleet. Arrangements 
are being made by the United States 
government for the impression of the 
Victoria, Tacomn, Olympia, and it may 
be, also the Glonogle. The first three 
named are now American vessels, hav- 
ing lieen placed under the United States 
lluK !L short time before they entered 
the United States service to earrj- troops 
lo till! Philippines. The Glenogle was 
also ill this service. Tlie Athenian, too, 
now running to Caix; Nome for the 
United States governinent, is likely to 
work out her oliiirter carrying troops to 
China. 

The Victoria-San Francisco service 
will also sufTer, for oilers havo befln 
made by the United States government 
for the cliarter ot the City of Pucbla, 
and slie may also carry troops. 

Willi the Empresses. ofE tho trans- 
Pncilie route, tlie N. Y. K. vessels and 
the greiiter number of tho N. P. Iinor.s, 
as well as many of the liners runnini? 
out ot San Francisco, requisitioned by 
tlio two govornincnts, the business with 
tho Orient will be at a loss for carriersii 
There will bo very few. steamers left in 
the business. .

Bristol Wakes a Fast Passage— Spoke a 
Victoria Sealinj; Schooner—

the Sound yesterday, was sued for .-f.'JO,-

diechargiiig her cargo she sailed again 
for Victoria on the 11th. She had mod- 
erate, though foggy weather, through tho 
Bohring Sea and pa.ssed through Unimak 
pasH ou ,Iuly 14. She did not coll at 
Dutch Harhov. 

On Sunday last tlie Bristol spoke the 
ecaling schooner Obnrlotta G. Cox, of 
this port, which signalled, ".tUl well." 
The schooner was ou her way to the 
Behring Sea. No other voesels were Kcon 
ou the way down. At St. Micliaol tho 
Bristol's oUlcers heard of the death of 
Caplaiu Edward I'erkes, of the transport 
Egbert, formerly master of tho collier 
Sail Mateo. His body was takeu to tho- 
Suund on tho Athenian.

From profscnt uppenraiices the fisher- 
men's strikf will ri'sult in the closing 
down of the ciUiiicr'L's jiikI the lows to 
the i)rovin(.-e "t fiil'.v .f:i,»l'0,ljUO. Tlio 
liurUi.n of the ^'vii \vill not full upon the 
caniKn-r, who '"'n prolinhiy curry over to 
another j-oar tho liabilities 'which thoy 
have incun-eJ on account of preiiaratious 
for the abortive ^york of this year. The 
groat hurni ^^-ill r^va't to the Ki'neral puh- 
lic. Something like ^'',01)0 or 12,000 jieo- 
plo rely upon tlit. fisheries for their suh- 
sistence dnriag the sumiuor, aud many 
of these peteoiiK have already been allow- 
ed to KO in debt by retail merchants in 
view of their prowju'cts di' ^-etliu^' eniploy- 
mont. Tlio same clase of inerehauts have 
provided for a suiumer's business ou the 
etrength ot the fiehif'os. Thpy will feel 
* the cfTocts of the strict, very seriously, 
and any oiubarrat^snient -ivliich may affect 
them t,yH\ also touch the wholesalers who 
BUpply them. It is true tbat as the dc- 
luand for labor is yery good, many of the 
fisUernion \y)11 find I'o diflieulty in getting 
fmployment ia other parts of the prov- 
ince, out this nioiujs just so much busi- 
jioes lost to the j.^rasor river retailers. 
So far as .the cannons arc concerned, they 
«att stand the cflccts of the «triko better 
than ouyouc. The lishermen's strike il- 
lustrates forcibly the tolly to which labor 
unions will at liiues resort under the lead- 
ership of unreasoiiiiblo men. Tbosu who 
are in ft position, to knaW' «ay that the 
great majority of the fishermen -wore per- 
fectly content to -vvork for the price of- 
fercj by the <'aii|-.ci'«. Tl^is shows that 
the price was one it wh'cb good wages 
«ould be made, it may be perfectly true 
that n man cannot got rich by catching 
J^nlnioii at 20 eeuts each, bnt how many 
of us ninnaj^e to tret rich no matter what 
our purniujjr! may he? Tlie effort of the 
•strike leadoits seonis to liavc teen to com- 
pel the cannei's to P"y a rate which the 
trade will not stai'd. A well-infornicd 
canner, who w.is asked the other day 
why he did not i)i-csent his ligures to the 
(ishorincn in or(l,.p to c-oiivince them that 
20 cpMb was tile ma.\iinuni price that 
-could be paid, ans\yered: "We did show 
them our Sgwcs; but they would not be- 
lieve us." Whpti aske<l who would not 
believe thoni, bo .ctiid he referred to the 
strike leaders, 'x'be generality of the 
fishewnen me wiijiog to accept tholr em- 
ployers* Word. Here we have a case in 
whieh the nien, who know tlie dotaile of 
th(( bufiine«s. submit a statement of them 
to those whom tlxoy desire to employ, and 
the statement shows that the price ofCer- 
ed is all that the bufi'aess •will stand, and 
.jet at the instigation of agitators the em- 
ployees refuse to accept the statement 
as true. AVUat is tbc tjso in tallting about 
arbitration and conciliation to such peo- 
ple? 

The govornmont, not only of tlie prov- 
ince, but nl.so of tlie Dominion, will have 

to >;rapple witli the strike evil at an early 
day. \A"e ilo not fiURKost that any man 
shall bo conipellcd work l)y law; but 
We do insist that jf a man wishes to work 
at a rate of pay nvni'ahlo, he ought to be 
protected by tho law i,, the evercipo of 
his right to do .so an a free ISritish enh- 
ject.

There is no doubt that the prospect of 
British Colnmbin becoming a base of 
operations in connection with the Chi- 
nese difllculties adds to the feeling of 
hopefulness for tho future. 

Tho prosperity of the city is rofloctod 
in tho improvements made to our busi- 
ness houses.

Kruger 
is said to he coiiiiiiaiiding the Traiisvaid 
forces ill person, lie has probably with 
liim not only tho force that was re- 
cently operating south of Pretoria, but 
also a portion, at least, ot the troops 
which Kuller drove out of .\atah This 
makis the reported engagement all tbi- 
more important, aud if lloberts is ablo 
to iiitliet a serious defeat., tho backbono 
of Kruger's resistance will be broken. 
We are not able to harmonize the Cap- 
town story with Koberts' despatch stal- 
ing that Ian Hamilton and Mahon are 
advancing eastward and hope to effect 
a j unction with Pole-Carew to-day (if 
Kersto Fabriken station, for the latter 
is only about '20 miles east ot Pretoria. 
Tlie news tliat Dewet's force has been 
beaten and broken in two near Lindley 
is interesting, but would be more so if 
we knew in what direction the frag- 
ments had gone. There were about 
2.000 men in the force which broke 
tlirough' Hunter's cordon, and the two 
parties can do a great deal of mischief 
yet. Tho wreclting of a hospital train 
on the line l)etweon Krugersdorp and 
I'otchefstrOOm was probably the work 
of a mnraudlng baud, but so far as is 
known there is no organissed force of 
tlie enemy ill tliat [lai't of the counti'y.

Of Clergy 



Resume [of the Discussions 
Durlug (.the Past 
Week. 



Interesting and Instructive Pa- 
pers Read— Visitors Well 
Pleased. 



A very Interesting and Instructive gaLUer- 
ing of the clergy oif the Anglican counna- 
nlon of the Northwest Focllic States ami 
British Columbia took place during last 
week. It was the third of a scries which 
has grown lu iutereat each year. Men of 
every school of thought were rcpresceted, 
Including among them graduates of the 
leading universities of Great Britain and 
America, There was nothing to mar the 
sncccss of the gatherlii),'. a reverent ami 
Judicious hancUliij,' of all .'iabjc'tts (Jiscus- 
Betl, marked each ilaj '.i iiioellnKs, and in^^n 
have gone back to thch: parlsUe.^. Btreuj-th- 
ened and refreshed. 

The session commenced with a dignified 
cathedral senMco at which the Bishop of 
£blumblu addresstid the clergy lu au ear- 
•iest and deeply spiritual tone, which gave 
the key note to s'lhgcciuent discussion. 

On Wednesday uiornlng the meetings bc- 
with the subject, "The Church as a 
Teacher," about fifty clergy being present. 
Bishop Barker, of Olympla, Inlreduccd tbe 
"jnbject, followed by the Revs. Biennes-Clln- 
fon and Sweet, as selected speakers. A 
r.iroful distinction was drawi; lK>tivecn 
teaching and preaching. The valine of cate- 
chising was Insisted upnn. ami the need of 
well selected pamphlets on leading doctri- 
nal themes einphaHlzed. 

Mr. Itoper, protesHor In the theological 
seminary New York, Kave very vahialilc 
le.stlnioiiy to the Inlluence of the pastor on 
the lives and tone of thought of young men 
htndylng for the ministry, and suggested 
that a question box be made use of dur'.nK 
special seasons. 

In tlio nftprnonn a spnclal car took the 
clergy to Kcinilinalt, wlien^ the Itev. C. E. 
Sharp took charge; much Interest being 



shown In this naval and military base of 
the empire hy the clergy from the Dnitcd 
.States. .Mrs. Sharp entertained the visi- 
tors at the rectory afterwards. 

1" " vcning at the A.O.U.W. hall, the 

siiliji'ct discussed was '•Church Problems hi 
till- West," Introduced by the Yen. Arch- 
ilcMcon I'cntreath and tin? I£ev. f. K. Cooper 
U.K. The suliseipicnt clispussl.rn was fruit- 
ful ill laiich practical counsel. The prob- 
ieais of churcU siii)iiort, snpjily of I'li'rK.v, 
liinv lirst to reach the yoimj;, Sunday school 
work, ami training of studi'iits fur the min- 
istry were 1m turn dealt with. It seemed 
to bo goiuTallj- adailttoil that one of the 
greatest needs of the chinch on the North 
I'aclllc I.s a training school. 

A conversazione was afterwards held, af 
which a large nnniber of the laity were 
present. Many old friendships were re- 
newed, and hearty welcome was 1 xtended 
to the visiting clergy by the laity present. 

On Thursday the fiilbject of ' Tl c PofsI- 
lilllties of Ritual Uiilformlty" was intro- 
duced in a very brilliant and prnetlrni 
paper by the Itev. Canon Iteanlands. In 
clear, epigrammatic language he sketched 
the varieties of ritual Indulged In liy Ir,d' • 
vldnal clergy, condemning both the e^ccvs 
and defect of the various schools. II'r.Th, 
I-ow, and Broad. The Itev. Canon Paget 
advocated a common sense view of the 
subject, pointing out the adrantagc of 
breadth In adapting tbe services of tiie 



slasm for the truth of the nible record, 
manifesting Itself, as point by point he 
unfolded with unerring logic the abso ute 
authority In matters of Ilfo and condint 
which underlies the written word. lie re- 
ferred to the work of the band of Cam 
bridge scholars under Wcscott and Light- 
foot, and showed how the assailanib of the 
lilble were compelled to change the mode 
of attack, as their criticisms had to 8>ib- 
mit t;i a higher criticism Bllll. Canon Bean- 
Inmls drew attention to Uastln^n' B'bic 
dictionary, now in course of pnbllcat;un, 
polrting out the danger of putting «uch a 
book In the hands of untialned thinkers. 
All who were present were thankful for 
Ihe privilege of listening to a di.srns<ii(. n on

At Sand river the Boer army lied sud- 
denly before the attack had developed. 
Some frightened farmeru had ridden in 
to tell that a great British flanking col- 
iiimi, 20,()IK) strong was sweeping rapidly 
ruiiml to the wctstwartl. 

AVe did not know whether that flanking 
column was a reality or n mirage. It 
never got in <<ight or made its presence 
felt ill any tangible way.

Cnnadianti who know Paris — kuow it at 
all scasoijfi, that is— know all about Puria 
•weather. Those who don't know it, iind 
Ijrosumiibly thoru aro a few, aro apt to 
liavL- idcati ou the tsubjoct iiicoiisistuiit 
with the reality. The present writer, for 
instance, tvhotso untutored mind bad been 
impoi<ed upon by pictures of the "sunny 
laud of Franco," had abt-orlnnl the no- 
tion, funtastie as he now lindri it to bo, 
that this was a country of perpetual balni- 
iuesfj, wliero for three lunuhed and sixty 
odd days of every year perennial tiun- 
(siiiue reigneil, and j,'entJe zephyre toyed 
nniouK the loaves of stately c?hado-U'eee 
and softly famioil ibo clieok of .suiilinj; 
nature with their ciMiliiif.' brei'zos. 

It was pleafiaiit tn tliiak of ODiuiiij,- to a 
land like tlii!<, in tluisc early dayn of Can- 
ailiaii spriiitr, wlieu the dyiiij; "winter of 
•"Our Lady of llie Snows" lin^-ered re- 
Krct fully hi the lap of the suecoedin},-- sea- 
i^on; wlu'n the ririow-clad hills wore too 
shiwly disroliinf,' tlieuiselvoM of their win- 
try mantle, iiinl the eity streotts ran ileop 
and (lark with ntreaias of ini'lted siiow 
iind iniiijrled mud. 

It was pleasant to thiid; of shaking 
one s feet free of ovoivhoot^ and nibbeiti, 
one's self of overc(iat> ami uliitors, of 
taking off one's heavy underwear a month 
earlier than nisual, of eiiiiug on'e di jiien- 
er under the wide blue canopy of heaven, 
at those little tnbli-a outside the cafot* 
along the boulevards, iuntoad of in the 
closo-shlit dining room at home, with the 
rain or sleet drizzling moodily without 
and the radiator suppljiug its artiticial 
Ileal within. 

It was pleasant to think of stroUinj; 
lanj;uidly lUonj? the Ohaiupa Elyeces, un- 
der tlie upreadiiiK foliage of noble trees, 
or driving lei«urely, in a voituro past 
miniature lakes and iilaying fountains in 
the HoIm de Boulogne, while all the time 
the folks at home were wading desperate- 
ly through puddles of mud and slush or 
hanging by the straiw in crowded tstreet 
cars. 

IMeafiant, ah! pleammt wan the dream. 
But, alas! 'twaw but a dream, and with 
the awakening, par;sed one more illusion 
into the eategory of bubbles prieked by 
the keen kneedle of experience. The 
writer Jias been where it has been cold 
in his day. He liiiH driven for houit* 
along ice-bound riverri of northern Cana- 
do, when; the kwn north wind snapped 
iingrily at exposed bits of nose and eheek, 
but he but i)ulleil liis warm cap the closer 
nbout his ears, took an extra reef in the 
belt which bound lii.s thick fur coat over 
other coats beneath, clapped his moccat^iii- 
clad feet together, felt warm, and, with 
the poet, nhouted his detianee: "Blow, 
blow, yo wintry winds; crack your jnws, 
rage, blow." Be has bwn where the 
ujereary in the thermometer which hung 
outside the parlor window registered 
forty belonr the zero point, but he but 
heaped an e.xtra shovel of coal upon the 
roaring furnace, opened the draughts a 
bit wider, and — felt warm. 

But in I'nris, warm .sunny Paris, ho haf; 
been cold, bitterly cold. In tliis city of 
eunsliine, this centre of balmy l'>ance, 
he has sat and shivered, got up and walk- 
ed and — shivered, lain in bed and — .shiv- 
ered. And there lias been no help for it. 
Xo steam or hot-water raidator has warm- 
ed him with its invisible dancing niole- 
• ■iiKti of heat waves; no cheery wood-lire 
lias reddened the old iron stove into a 
glow of warmth and comfort; no warm 
fur coat and dear skin moccasin (for be 
■left them all at home in dear "cold" Can- 
.•ida), have raisecl their bulwiirk against 
the assaidt of the untoward elemenrs. 

It was early :\lay when the writer 
rived in I'aris. In Canada, when he left 
it, tlie spring birds were chirping merrily 
in trees wliere the lirsl budding signs 
of future foliage wi're thick upon the 
boughs; the air was warm ami i)leasant; 
overcoats had passed into the seclusion of 
trunks and cupboards, lined with moth- 
balls; the swollen rivulets of the melting 
snow of the now pa.ssed winter purled 
musically over their pehblo-lined bede 
and all was Iragrunt pleasantness. 

When he reached London it was colder 
— ut least it seemed to be, but he thought 
perhaps It was the eca voyage which had 
affected him, and that really it wnp 
warm though he was cold. He came to 
I'aris, and wae- colder still. He did not 
like to mention it to the Parkinns, who 
iiiight Iiiugh at him, Seeing where ho 
came from— "cold" Canada. Then he met 
other (Janadians, and noticed that they 
wore their overcoats, and kept them but- 
torn d np at that. To them he confided, 
li.-iir guiltily, that it seemed to be very 
cold in Paris. 

"(.'(dd!" replied one to whom the obser- 
vation was addressed; "cold! It's the 
blankest" Ithat's not the word he used) 
'•coldest place this side of the North I'ole. 
I never suffered fniiii cold in my life as I 
have since I've been in Paris.' Left all 
niv thick tiiiderclothiiig in Canada when 
I left, and been wearing three suits of 
light suiiiiiier wear at a time ever since 
1 struck the town." 

.\iid linally, which .«et at rest all .suspi- 
cion til, It it might III' the sea voyage 
which was responsible for the pos'sitilc 
hallucination, 1 found that the Parisiaiis 
thi'inseives were cold. They did not 
ccunphiin, because they were nsed to it. 
Tlicy never kiu'w what it was to l)e warm 
in cold weather, and timk it as one of the 
necessary and unavoidable evils of ex- 
istence. 

Heated npartnu'iits are an unknown 
luxury in this city of tlu> scienccYi. There 
is always an imitation lire-place in the 
room, 11 relic perhaps of the barbarism of 
past ages, or a coaccesion to the artistic 
temperament of the Parisian, who insists 
on decorative embellishment of some sort. 
But no one ever thinks of heating the 
mom with it. It may, it Is true, be light- 
ed, just to give a obeerf ui glimmer in the 
evening, or to thaw out your numbed 
liajids nn<l frozen fingoM by. It will do 
that, it you etand close cnOUgb, %ut it 
doesn't heat the cirenmainbient atmos- 
Iihere one-fiixteenth of a thermal degree — 
by actual circulation. 

I am told that the poor in Paris suffer 
terribly during the cold spells. I believe 
it.. If the. rich in Paris suffer— and I 
don't see how they can help it, though 
not being a rich Parisian, I may not bo 
<'oinpetent anthorit.v— what must the poor 
boitrgeoi« exi>erionco. >Sonio mea.suro of 
relief, I understand, is given by the city 
antliorilies, who atnuch times light im- 
mense "brassiers" in all tlie open places

I'lu; suggestion is, perhaivs, too late 
now, for really warm weather lias at last 
eonie to I'ari.s', but 1 think if some of our 
Canadian iiiainifacturers of furnaces had 
brought samples of tludr heating appli- 
ances to tlic e\|iositioii tbey might havi' 
done some liusiiiess. U certainly would 
not have been my fault if tlu> landlord of 
our hotel had not bought three or four of 
them. And I imagine there are others. 

In a previous letter a brief and alto- 
gether iiiade<piate reference was made to 
the system of ■'lipping," which is ati 
much an iusticutiou of I'aris as its coun- 
cil municipal or its periodic "revolutions." 
The Ciuiadiau who siM-nds a day or two 
in London on his way here gets a mild 
initiatioa into this continental custom in 
the British capital, but the tipping which 
prevails acrued the channel is but a base 
counterfeit of the real article as it is 
found in Paris. 

And yet they do tip in England. When 
we lauded at Liveriool, before we reach- 
ed Lomion, we had a fairish sample of it. 
Of cours we had tipped the various 
stewarils on the steamers conung over, to 
begin witli. When we landed at the 
doi-k we tipped the porter who helped us 
with our liaggage— incidentally, there 
were two or three of him, somehow. Next 
we tipiied the ollicial who iirolfered us 
useful information regarding- Jhe place 
for examining our luggage, and the time 
the next train left. b ! t iiua tely we got 
into n transfer 'bus and were talieii to the 
railway siatiou, uii'ia arrival ai which 
Iioiiit the driver thoughtfully reminded 
us that though the 'luis was tret he, per- 
sonally, woulil not he averse to the ac- 
ceptance of a small fee. \\'e fee^d him. 
l''iiially the pniter who had coiideseeiid- 
ingly taken upnn liiinselr tlu' onerous task 
of roiiducliiig our luggage from the 'bus 
to tile train had to have bis tip, after 
which we were free till we reached the 
nioilern Babylon.

In [licking np your gnu from lying Hat, 
standing against anything, from a com- 
panion or a boat, ilo not take hold of the 
muzzle and drag it toward you; take hold 
of It by the forc.-e,oi'k and harrid if you 
are only using one hand; if two, in the 
regular way grasp it when you go to 
shoot.

era I icui, follows your every act of eating, 
liriiikiiig or driving during the day, and 
ends only when, after once more tipping 
the garcou for a lamp or candle, ycrii tiinil- 
ly lock your bedroom door, blow out the 
light and go to bed. It is univi'rsal; it 
is the one common occupation of the I'ar- 
isiaii; it divides him into two classes, dis- 
tinct, but sympathetic, into which all fall 
— those who are tipped ami those who 
tip. 

I'ou cannot get away from the tip here. 
It is not in Paris, as it is in Canada, a 
little considerate courtesy which you ex- 
tend voluntarily to, perliaiis, the sleeiiiiig 
ear piu'ter who has blacked your boots 
during the night, brushed your hat and 
clothing in the morning, and linally assist- 
ed you with your luggagi' getting olT; or, 
again, to the waiter on your table at the 
hotel or restaurant, wlio has learned your 
little whims of appetite and often put 
liimself out to get certain dishes thiit you 
like, done in a certain way that you like. 

In I'aris the tip is part of the mnvrlt- 
ten law of the land, and all the more 
liinding for being unwritten. The French 
have an aversion to laws that are set 
down in Idnek and white. The ti[), liow- 
e^-er, is a law unto itself; it is autono- 
mous, self-governing. You cannot have a 
drink served to you in Paris, or a sand- 
wich, or take a drive in a voiture with- 
out giving a ti|» to the individual who 
wails ii]ioii or who drives you. 

Iiiiagiiic anyone in Canada giving the 
bartender two cents for himself every 
time he has a live-cent glass of beer; giv- 
ing Ihe cabman live cents extra for a 
twenty-live c-cut ride; paying two-peuee 
addition for "servii:e" every lime he i-its 
down to a taldi' in a restaurant la line 
for iiatroniziiig tlic [ilaci', as il were; and 
two-pence more at the very least to the 
waiter who brings the order! 
*l)oes some spirited young (.'anadian. in 
hose Veins the blood of ind.'peiideni-e sires 
Ihnvs clialiiigly, rise np and say lie w.iubl 
not ilo it, he would not pay tlie tip, but 
simply the li'gal cliarge'.' Ahl you uo not 
know I'aris, my young friend. Vcni would 
not pay'.' They have a way to make you 
|iay in I'aris. 

Take the concierge, for instance, who 
acts as sort of liall porter to renti!il 
ap.iriments, or the garcon who attends to 
your roimi at the hotel. Think you cinild 
get along without tipping them, and tiii- 
piug them often ami geiie.-jusly at that'.' 
If you think so it is an hallucination 
which a few days' sojourn in Paris 
would effectually dispel. 

Fall to tip these autocrats of the hall 
doorway and the bed-chumber and your 
tribulations shall be such as even ,lob in 
all his trouhle.% did not experience. Your 
letters shall not reach you till they have 
lain two days or more upon his table, or 
they shall be returned tn the postman 
with the superscription "luconnu," and 
your friends shall wonder, when it gets 
back to them, what has happened to 
George in Paris, and may telegraph to 
the prefect -of police to prendre des in- 
formations. If friends come to call upon 
you he will, if you are at home, deplore 
your absence to them, while, should yon 
he out, he will send them up long lligliis 
of stalls to your room, and when tliev 
come back demanding explanation will 
um.'oneernedly remark that he did nut see 
ymi go. I'arcels which you have bought, 
and ordered sent round to your room, are 
returned, and the information stirrepti- 
tioiis conveyed to tradesmen that you are 
not good for credit. Ah! they have a 
way to make j'ou "tip" in Paris. 

Leave the hotcd and go to another, do 
you say? Bless yaw, they are all alike, 
and tin to one the change will be for Ihe 
worse. The ofteiier you change, the of- 
teiier 'he cabman and the garcons at 
either emi. That's all. Il will be the 
same lliiii.g over again, and you will have 
had your trouble for your expense. In- 
deed, I think there is much joy and cele- 
bration among the garcons and concierges 
when a lodger depiu'ts because tbey have 
the prospect of a successor who will be 
more liberal, at least for a while. One 
always tips generously at first, to ingra- 
tiate ouesejf into the garcon's tolerance. 

Even the State in France — the collec- 
tive Frenchman, so to speak— insists upon 
lis tip, 06 .well as the individual Freuch- 
mau on his. They call it "contributions 
indircctcs" in this case, and the words 
are stamped upon every box of matches 
you buy ami every fraction of litre of 
tobacco upon which you squander your 
money. In Canada you get two boxes of 
inatelies for one cent; in Paris you pay 
two cents for one box. The difference is 
the ittate's tip, the "contribution iudi- 
reete." 

But there is no use in kicking; it's part 
of the game in Paris, and if you don't 
like it, wli}' don't come here. Bet if you 
do come, you must tip. You must tip the 
M iiiter who waits upon you, whether it is 
at your hotel, at the restaurant or at the 
caf(>; whether you Imve a drink of ice 
water, a beer, or a seven course dinner. 
Y^oii must tip the barber who shaves you, 
and tlie cocher who drives you, and pay

The Paris kitchen is really a pantry 
with windows, niid witli most of the 

modern appliances for furnishing heat, 
light, water, and drainage. Most o; 
them, hut not all. There is no hot wat 
er, for instance. The "water-back," a; 
far as 1 have seen, is an unknown quan 
tity in France; possibly they have tliem 
in some of tlie verj- new apartments. You 
lill the kettle with water and stanil il on 
the gas stove, and in two minutes it is 
boiling. 'Tills is no labor wliatever, for 
the whole operation is performed Avithont 
lifting your feel from the tiled lloor. You 
stand exactly in the middle of the kitch- 
en, where the tiles are most worn, and 
by reaching over to the northeast corner 
you may stand the kettle in the stone 
sink and turn on the cold water. With 
another motion of tin- arms the kettle is 
transferred lo the gas stove, in the north- 
west corner. All the colTee airaiigenielils 
are on thi' shelf bidiind von, soiillierly. 
I'mler the shelf is the table, on wliic-h 
you o|ierate. 

.Vliove the shelf the wall is a ma.ss of 
glittering coiiper. b'roin thirty to sixty 
copper utensils arc hung upon hooks, and 
very liandsomi' they look, witli their 
backgrcnind ut' blue and while tiles. Thi'y 
ai'e a niM-essary appendage lo every Par- 
isian kitchen, except the very cheapest. 
The ihiiiglilcr, when she is marrieil. is 
lireseiited with a "battery," as it is called, 
of copper Cooking iiiipleinenis; she couhl | 
ni.it he proiierly married without it. It 
may be a new battery she gels, or it may 
be the one presented lo mamma when she 
was married, and in twenty or twenty- 
live years it goes <iii to the next genera- 
tion. There arc tiny little iiieasnriii 
cups not much bigger than a cognac glass, 
and .so on and ii|i and uii to the iniiiiense 
thing that you lake at lirsl to be an ice- 
creniii-freezer, and then believe to be a 
coi>per cradle, iiud find eventually to be 
a machine for roasting n big joint of 
nii'iit before the fire. 

These coppers are all for use if you 
'choose, but you notice in a few days that 
Therese never uses tlieui. She uses, in- 
stead, the half doKon granitea-nre imple- 
ments that have been provided. Like 
most other Parisian conks, she admires 
<he coppers and lets lliem hang undis- 
turbed. lOvery time that one is nsed it 
iiuisl be scoured, or the beauty of the 
wlnde battery is marred. And they must 
all be taken down and scoured once a 
week, wluMher they are used or not. 

In a sniiill apartment liiere is a gas 
stove mily, or possibly an (ul stove, wliich 
is cheaper. In the kitchen that I know 
best in I'.iris there are three stoves, the 
big coal range serving for a table to hold 
tlu' other nvi). This big range, wliicli is 
milch like onr American ranges, I never 
saw lighted. There stands upon il a 
smaller range made principally (d' sheet 
iron, in which either coal or charcoal 
may be biiriieil. Tliis was used on oc- 
casions. Ibt^idi' il stiinils the gas stove, 
which is the one ciiiniinnily used. lOveli 
Ihe little gas stove has all air <d' Parisian 
(elegance, bi'callsc it is linislied with brass 
eilges and oriianieiits insli'ail of the iiic 
kel-plate we are accustomed to at home. 

Siii-li a kitchen can produce a grand 
bamiiiet f(n- lifty persons or a petit ile 
jeiiiier for three or four with equal facil 
iiy. Therese, you will notice, keeiis a ho 
fire in the snuiU nmge without dillleulty 
when you try it yourself the thing sinokei 
and sputters, but will not burn. You will 
also notice that she has a place for every 
ihiiig, and keeiis overythiug in its place 
The place for the salt shaker, for in^ 
stance, is on tlie lloor under the table, 
W(dl up in the corner. The jH'pper box is 
behind tlie sink. The spiCe box has a 
nest in the dark cubby by the gas nieli'r, 
This orderly system is very convenient 
when you come lo understand it. 

Indeed, Therese has many exeelbuit 
points. You ni.ay lie in bed as late as you 
choose, anil she will not disturb you. She 
may not nuike the beds till evening, but 
they are sure lo be ready when neeiled. 
If sill' had not been late so many morn- 
ings, how should 1 know all these mys- 
teries aliont making the early coffee- ,V 
|ioor I'"reiieh girl must have her little 
ainnsemeins. And her tears as w(dl. 
Many limes she told me. .as I thought, 
that her brother was working down in 
the Cataeoinbs. I''roiii her iioiiitiiig 
str.iiglut down at the lloor 1 came lo be- 
lieve that he was wcu'kiag directly be- 
neath my Innise. At last I understood 
that he was ilead anil buried. A niort. 
.M'sier, a inorl ! Iler early morning cof- 
fees atoned for all her faults and tears. 
'I'here was a pretty yard lo the jdace, 
with a foiliilaiii ami llowcrs, and some 
stiriiigy iriiii chairs and very light 
l''reiicliy little iron tabli'S. She spread a 
napkin over one of the tables and served 
the coiTee by the fountain, which she 
stalled a-phiying. Private Parisian fouii- 
l.iiii.s are always ilr.v, except when sjn'c- 
ially wanted, because Par'isiiin water 
cost so much a litre, or quart. The early 
coffee by the fountain, in a cup as big as 
a bowl; the cream from the cream shop a 
few doors away; the early sounds of 
I'aris coining in over the walls; the hap- 
Iiy knowledge that the landlord pays the 
water rate; Le Petit Journal moist and 
inky, ^viili last week's news from Naples 
\iy \Nay of London; do these tilings com- 
port w ith the statement that earth is but 
a wilderness? 

We are so neeu.stoined to thinking of 
the Parisians as liYing always in apart- 
ments that to speak of "my house in 
Pari:;" sounds almost like talking of "my 
steam yacht," or "my sitecial train." Y'et 
there Ls nothing unusual about having a 
wliide house in Paris. Moderate rental 
is -.1 comparative' term, but I mean by it 
something in t.he neighborhood of .'itlOO 
a month. If you are economically inclin- 
ed, you can have one' for .'?Tri, ready to 
step into at a moments notice. Sucli a 
house nsinilly has a well-keiU yard, laid 
out with gravel walks and flower beds, a 
shady arbor, and a fnuntnin, and some 
rustic seats, and often it is completely 
shut in by high walls, with only the 
front showing from t.lie street. To rent 
a whole house .furnished the process is 
precisely the same as for renting nn 
apartment. 

IIousi>.s of about this monthly value 
may be had in all parts of Paris outside 
of the centres, but Uie neighborluMid that 
I know best Pnssy, for it was tJioro I 
had "iny house in Paris." If you go to 
the exposition you will certainly visit the 
Trocadoro palace, and the Trocadero is 
in Passy. Cross nny of the bridges from 
tlie Ghnmp de Mnrs, and you are in Pns- 
S.V. It is ne much a part of the city as 



tlier friiai tlii' Grand Opera llinise, I 
should think, ilinii (ireenwich \'illage is 
from (he city hall. 

If ymi arc drawn toward Pa.ssy, coachy 
will drive you to the Uond Point de 
Loiigchaiiips, which is only two or three 
Idock.s from the Arc di' Troniphe. There 
is one siile of ilic open circle yon will see 
the big grocery concern of my esteemed 
grocer friend. .M. Dugas. Mine. Dugas, 
who makes cliaiige at the di'sk, no doubt 
can say Initler by this time, for her ICu 
lish studies had led her as far as breiid 
when I lust saw her. I'ai'isian grocers 
of the Dugas type ure so extremely ob- 
liging that one carries away pleasant re- 
cul lections of tliein. 

However, if yon stand in the Itond 
Point de Longcliaiiips you will see half a 
dozen streets centreing there, and in al- 
most any one of these streets you can 
rent a moderate-sized and moderate-pric- 
ed furnished house. The line des Sab- 
Ions, Ihe strei-t of the sands, I can speci- 
ally recomiiiend. If you aniiciiiate calls 
from aiiibassiidors, or cabinet ministers, 
or the lJuke d'Orletin-", perhaps yon had 
better gii two blocks to the left, to Aven- 
ue Ileuri Martin, where the superior ele- 
gance of the neighborhood warrants a 
great siiiieriority in price. h'roiii tlie 
Uond Point de I jnngchamiis you can walk 
to Ihe Hois de Boulogne in live minutes; 
to the Trocailero palace in two minutes;

However well you may become :ic- 
qiiainled in ihnt neigliborliiiod willi^__lhe 
grocery de Dugas. you will still need to 
know l'"clix roliii. I'otin is a groee 
bill such a big grocer that he is celebrat- 
ed all over p'raiice. Tliere is no gr 
eioieerii eilluM" in .Xew York or Liuidcoi 
to c(nii|i;ire with bis, in size or excel- 
lence. Wbelbir you buy from him the 
hair of a pigeon. eo,d;ed ready for eiiling.

Advices received from North China by 
the Empress of India contain pnrticidara 

of the awful torture intlieted on the Rev. 
11. \. .Norman, who, with Uev. C. Rob- 
inson, was among the lirst of the Ameri- 
can missionaries to become A'ictims ot the 
Boxers. A correspondent vvxltiug from 
Tien Tsiii on J uue 7, says, some refugee's 
who had arrived there gathered from 
Chinese ghastly details of Ihe torture iH- 
llieted on Xorniaii. It seems that he fell 
into the hands of Li, the head man of a 
little town bard by the .luglican mission, • 
when; he ami Kooinsoii had their head- 
ipmrters. Li had a short time liefore lost 
a son 111 a quarrel butwecu Bo.\ers anil 
Christians, wiieii the converts had ilriven 
ulf the Bo.\ers from the misr-ioii, and he 
vmved veiigeajice. This lie took m a hor- 
rible iminuer when >>urmaii was tlirowu 
into bis hands, alter ins capture by the 
rioters, from whom Li took tlic cainive. 

The missionary was striiJiietl by Hie re- 
tinue ot Li and a collar oi iron fastened 
on hits neck. A sliort chain was altaciied 
und he was lellu'rcd tu a stake. 

The Chinese, men, women and children 
Lheu poke<l sharp sticks into bis Uesh and 
jubhcd him with trldcnte. 

When lie eank dowu weak with loss o£ 
blood and half oraaed by the awfoil tor- 
ture, he was unable to get upon his knees 
even, the chuiu being made too ehoftt and 
he strangled slowly. Molten lead was 
thrown on. to his uudc body and as he 
'ivri tiled ill agony he was stubbed to death. 
11 is body was cut to pieces. 

iCobinsoii, the other missionary was 
sluuglitered without lingering so long in 
agony. lie was cut down by a mob and 
liacki;d to iiieces almost instanter. A 
iiiiiiilier of the mission converts were 
slaughtered. Some were asked to recant, 
und tJiose who did so to save their lives 
Were saddled and bridled iuid forced to 
crawl to the tem|de of idols. 

The .N.-C. Daily News ot the 23rd inst, ' 
puhlislies a telegram giving an interview 
with Li liung Chang; Mr. A. Cunning-, 
hitiu siieci lly interviewed His Excellen- 
cy Li liung Chang yctsterdny at Canton 
on the subject of the crisis. His Excel- 
lency Li said he w;is ordered lo Pekin by 
the Empress Dowager to suppress the 
Bi.xers and make peace with the powers. 
He believed the Boxers were only a fan- 
atical anti-Christian rabble, and ho 
thought the native converts and eren the 
missionaries were to be blamed, the Cath- 
olics being very troubletiome. He did not 
think tlie Boxers bad any political mo- 
tives and thinks the Empress Dowager 
has been entirely misletl und inlsinforincd 
as to tile true state of alluirs. It was 
not her intention that present events 
should take place. He was ulllcially in- 
fonned that the Taku forts lired because 
the admirals presented an ultiniatuiii de- 
ntandiug the dispersal of the .soldiers and 
the ileet. Ue had not made preparations 
tor war, because he bus not heeii advised 
that war has been declared. He thinka 
it the duty of all viceroys to protect life 
iiud property, foreign and native. His 
remedy womd be to behead the leaders of 
the Boxers, seud the people to their 
homes, and make pi!iice with the powers. 
He is coiilident he can do tise last. He 
expects no serious rebellion in tlu' Two 
Js.iiniig during his abseiicv, aiui is holding 
the olnciiils responsible lor the preserva- 
tion of order. 

The following translation of a Boxer 
[ilacard is published in Tien Tein: 

■Uur Emperor is about to become pow- 
erful. 

'"I'lie li.auler of the 'Boxers' is a royal 
person. 

"Witliiii three months all foreigners 
will be killed and driven iiway uoiu 
China. 

"During forty years the empire has bo- 
come full of foreigners. 

"They have divided the laud. 

"'J'lie Wwo-wen-pae (.Chinese newspap- 
er) always talks nonsense about the 'tSox- 
oiTs' siuce it is under the protection ot 
Japan. 

"We remind the editors that hereafter 
they niiisi not talk nonsense; if they con- 
tinue tu do so tiieir building will be burnt- 

"The brethren need not fear. 

"There are lUO.OOO ('ifB.G.A.) in thc- 
r<orth. 

"When the foreigners are driven away.. 

"We will return to our hills.!" 

A Chiuetse then describes a visit to an 
cxhibitioa of Boxing at Hongkong to the 
press Of that city: 

"When we reached the place the mas- 
ter Boxer and his followers were on their 
knees saying prayeiB, during which they 
thvvrw charms in water which they drank. 
They declared that this'liiade them iuvul- 
nerublc, and they thea coinmcuced their 
exhibition, beginning tvith BWollovving 
kiiivcK aud so on. 

"•Xheu a man came forward and aftkcd 
one of niy friends to give him some blows 
on bis stomach. He gave him live blows, 
but they did not appear to hurt him at 
all. .V brother of mine then disked tu be 
allowed to try. The Boxer made no ob- 
jection, wlierciiiioii my brother, who is a 
vi'i-y iniisciiiar man, ^-nve liiin two blows 
which nearly killed him; he coidd not 
stand a third blow. The next day ho 
vomited blood. Then he had consump- 
tion and died shortly tifterwards. 

"Another man got a eliopper and bcgiia 
striking bis stomach with it. He, how- 
ever, took care only to strike the soft part 
of his stomach, and he did himself no 
linrni. It was just like striking an india- 
rubber ball. 

"Tliini the man was foolish cnoiigli to- 
iisk someone to cliop him on tlie arm, say- 
ing tliat it would do him no injury, lie 
was chojiped on the arm with the result, 
that his arm was nearly cut in two. 

"Besides this they allowed anyone to- 
strike them with a bundle of iron bars. 
When struck with tlie bundle they cannot 
be hurt much, but one out of our parly' 
asked to lie allowed to strike a lioxer 
witii ;i single bur. Hp got iiermission,. 
and gave the Boxer a blow which almost 
disabled him."

Engineering Tells the Story of 
How. Kimberiey's Gun Was 
Manufactured' 



Patient Ingenuity Overcame tiie 
Many Difficulties That Were 
Encountered, 



Mr. Eihviinl Goffc, ii -mombur ot the 
.staff of Do Bolts, tolls the citory of how 
lie iiud Mr. Goorge Labrum uiuilo the big 
£\io. "Long Cecil" from back numbers of 
Kngineeriug, during the time Kimbcrley 
wad boleiiguurc'd, and thoreby jirovoutod 
the fall of that city, -which would have 
Lad a disawtrouis ofCoet on the progress of 
the war. Tho objoL't in view, Jlr. GofTo 
•writes, in his paper to the Institution of 
Mechanical Eugiiicers, wan to make i 
gun of greater power than those possosn 
cd by the garrison, which wore 2.ii-iuch 
ritlod muzzle-loading guns (.T-poundeiis), 
and wore not big enough to ellectually re- 
ply to the I'uemy'ti Ij-pounders, or to 
make aiiy impression on his' works. A 
gun of abuut 4 in. bore, liriug a shell 
puunil to oU puund weight, appeared In 
meet the l ai^i', and to be possible of eou- 
btruetion. The pusses^ioii ol a billet m' 
liamURTed uilUl ^tl■e^ (,orij,'iuaily iiileiided 
ivr ohalluiy and ordered as suelil, iU'/i 
in, in diameter and iU feel I'jug, and ui 
several bars uf Low .Moor iron, iu the 
workshops of the Ue lleers Contiolidated 
:*liues, n.all.v t^Ut-'J-'ested lo the late .\lr. 
George i-,a brain, chief engineer to the 
cum[)any, the possibilily ut making the 
gun, bu Ijonng the steel bar to foiiu the 
lube, to be stieii.ytlieiied by rings i^hruiik 
on, made of the l^ow Mojr iron, 'i'ho re- 
sulting guu would evidently bo of a type 
snmiar lo an early '"Armrstrong" — heavy 
tor the work done, compared with one of 
a mure modern type; but iu ttii^ case 
-weight wasi the minor point to be consid- 
ered, ease and quielsuess of mauufncture 
bemg pei-hupii the leutliug ideas. Tile 
lirst dilUeulty met with wua tUo resist- 
ance of the military authorities to the 
attempt to make the gun; but us this was 
liuriily a meehunic'nl dilliculty, further 
reference to it may ho out of place. Uow- 
ever, ou Chri.'^tmas Day, IS'J'J, Mr. 
Khi-des, chairman ul the company, gave 
tho order to Mr. Labriuu to make the at- 
tempt. Work was iumiodiately started, 
and then the dilUculty coiiseciuent uu ig- 
norance, on the part of both .Mr. Labram 
and Mr. Golie, of practical gun design, 
was Urst met with; but several articlea in 
iissuos of Engineering were of (.locided 
service to Mr. Labram mid Mr. Golfe in 
the work uf design, and they based their 
calcidations niuiu by coinpariisun with tlie 
e.\amples esliown than by attempting the 
yuvy comiib:.K calculatiuiis to be fouml in 
the te.\t liooks, except in the matter ol' 
actual t^trength. Onriug the progress of 
the work in the .shops, assistance was al- 
so given iu many Uetails of gun-shup 
practice, the form of special tools n.-<'d, 
etc., by several of the employees there, 
■\vhuse previous exprieuce m Woolwich 
Arsiial, the Klswick works, mid elac- 
wliere, was willingly given to forward 
the work in hand. 

Tho stock of powder in the town was 
ot many kinds, ranging from "mealed" to 
comprocisod cylinders 1 3-8 in. in diame- 
ter hy li in. long. Most of it had been 
liept for a long time, much of it over li) 
years for certain; but it did uot appear 
to iave deteriorated, etill retaining a 
good glossy surface. A powder chamber 
of 4.25 in. bore just contained seven eyl- 
-iaders of powder, four of 1 3-8 in. iu di- 
ameter, aud three of in. iu diameter, 
their combined weight for 2 in. of length 
being just one pound. This 'was fixed 
upon, iind, to obtain a normal air-spacing, 
tile length uf chamber roiinired to lie 
about 11! in. Xe.\t the breecli-«crow had 
to be about 51-j in. in diauielor, aud the 
length uf the breech-block 10VL> i". The 
total length of tlio steel billet was 10 ft. 
0% in., and deducting from tliiis 1 foot 
lOHi in. for the chamber and the breech, 
the length avaihible lor the bore was .S 
feet L'Vi in., very nearly 'M calibres in 
length. 

'1 he order to make the gun was given 
on Christmas Kve, l,Si)iJ, and at the start 
of work iie.\t morning the Idllet of steel 
-was taken into the machine shop. Most 
of the men re(i\iireil on the work had to 
be temporarily withdrawn fro mtlio re- 
doubts where they were stationed, form- 
ing [lart of the town guard. During the 
budding of the gun and making ot am- 
munition, the wurkslioprt were ahva.vs 
under lire from the enemy, many nlielis, 
incluiliiig ll-J-poundors, bursting aroumi 
and [las.-ing over tlu^ building, iiuue, hu-.v- 
ever, actually doiui; damage; Imt it was 
very trying for a man to stay at work at 
a lathe or ulhri' iiiiicliiiu', hi'aring shells 
bui'rttiug around, and not knowing' whoth- 
vv the next would come inside or not; and 
all those -who had that oxporieni.-e deserve 
appreiutive mention for the way in whii li 
the.v stuck to their poets. Having do- 
scribod the gun, detailed illustrations of 
which are to be found in Engineoriug, 
Mr. Gott'e adds that from the time of its 
being haded over to the firing party on 
January 23, the gun was lired Kteadily, 
the only trouble being a tendency for the 
end of the breech-block to "updet" and 
)?et too tight in the screw. This -vva.-i 
easily rcnu'died liy first easing tho ihrcail, 
:ind subse<iuently removing one and then 
two threads at the end. On Saturday 
night liring ceased as usual, Sunday be- 
ing observed at! a day of rest— (rom guii- 
liring— by the Iloers. But at daybreak 
on Monday mnrning, tho first shot lired 
by "I.ong Cecil"' was productive of au 
extra Imid and jieculiar report, and the 
idea that something had gone wrong was 
general. .V ti'lejihonlc^ nu'ssage came 
iriim the rcduiibt iininiMiratcly aflerwards 
and an examination showed that the 
i-econd ring in the outer row had burst 
through the Vmr in the veiil liole. The 
gun was at once sent dow-ii to the work- 
r-hops for rop;iir. To tako off the lirst 
ring tlie foundry cupola was lighted, the 
.gnu hung from the crane with the breech 
iu the sand, and n ring of mi'tal run 
round the lirst ring, wiiicli in two or 
three niiinites expanded anil dropped off, 
releasing also tho broken one, to rcplaco 
which a forging was already iu hand. On 
removing the gun from the sand, a fur- 
ther examination showed that the two 
nags of the lirst row immediately under 
the outer broken one were also fractured, 
tlioso having broken straight across on al- 
ternate sides of the gun. To removo 
these necessitated a reiiition of the pro- 
cees. one more outer ring — tho third and 
the first inner ring having to ho expand- 
ed.

WHIRLPOOL 



Foolhardy Trip at Niagara 
liy a Danish Inven- 
tor.

Captain Nissen, alias T. M. Row.ser, 
successfully navigated tho Whirlpool 
rapids thicj afternoon iJuly I) . Uo lias 
had endlees trouble to get bis craft into 
the river below the fallf, and has worked 
incessantly since its arrival ou June liU. 

Tho Foolkiller struck the Urst small 
breakers, bow lirst, and Todo thoin very 
lu'ottily, liowser waving his Jiundker- 
chief. Tho uext hingo nhe made wan 
small into a large one oppixsite the Incline 
railwa.v, broadside, and liowser could 
lilainly he seen dashing ugaintit tho sides 
of the cockpit. His hat, wbic'b he had a 
moiiieiit beiore puUeil doWU tight ou hiri 
head, was torn ul£ aud went sailing down 
ou the ertist of the totssaig and surging 
waves. The "dorloy" wont Ijow lust, 
then stern lirst, and then broadside, un- 
der and on top of the mountain ot tojs- 
ing waters. Jjacli time tho brave little 
boat, true to its designer's trusln, righted 
itself. Kveryono titood breathless wait- 
ing to see it suianhod to atoms when it 
struck the big, touring, totising mountain 
of water opposite tho foot of the whirl- 
pool rapida prunlenado. As it neared the 
death Hole of Capl. Webb the seething 
rapids «ucked the "dorley'' into its jaws 
liko a chip, broadside, keel upwards. The 
iron bar, weighing pounds, fastened 

with rods at the bottiuii, wils on top, high 
in the air. Bowser clung for dear life to 
tho sides of the oockidt flundreils of tons 
of water iu its greatitst fury conipletel.v 
nubnierged the "dorley" and its occupant 
for some seconds. A niomeiit later the 
boat was through right side ui), and Bow- 
ser, waiving bis haiul to tell the people hj 
was KtiU all right in his boat, went riding 
on the cri'St and under each successive 
rapid. Cheering broke out that re-eclincd 
ui> the gorge, aniiouuciug that the boat 
had entered tho whirlpool all right near 
the (.'anadiau side. tSmacih it went again 
against tho iialisadc of rock, boanding 
back each time as it struck unharmed. 
Then into the whirliioid aniongsl tin; 
driftwood it went with its niaslcr. At 
OiDl p.m., u lieu it cnteri'd the centre of 
the iioul, it struck the ceiili'c swirl bread- 
side, aud wari sucked right iu and slmid 
upright a second, then was coiuplotely 
submerged, and thou shot out a ivw feet. 
It weut the circle of tho pool four times. 
Large poles and logs shot up in his vcM-y 
teeth, meaning sure destruction it one of 
tlieiu Struck his craft when falling back 
into the water. One large piece of a 
bridge chased him around tho swirl, oc- 
c'lsioually catching the "dorley," smash- 
ing into It. lluudrodti of people watched 
the perl'ormauce of the "dorloy" in the 
pool, l-'iually it reached the outside cir- 
cle at a point about midway around the 
Canadian bond, known aa "Gravel llock,' 
lud when tho "dorley" wart^about ."lU fei't 
from shore, Howard Lake. Arch. Honald 
and a young hul named Fuller swam out 
and Bowser threw them a rope and they 
towed the "dorley" into shore at r>:T)^) p. 
111., being just .'')1 iiiiiiutcis in ihe pool. 
Bowser was shivering and shakingj being 
chilled to the bono. 'Ho was given dry 
clothiug aud taken up to the top (»f the 
bank aud came direct to tho Windsor 
House. 

He was seen afterwards aud gave the 
following di'scription of his trip:— When 
lie lirst struck the rapidis ho felt h.-ippy 
and ciinliilcnl it would lie easy, but wliiui 
the third big rapid hit him it was uni'X- 
pected and nearly knocked his head off, 
knoidied him brcathliT;s, hilling his lungs 
^vith water. He ditl not know exactly if 
liis boat was uiwide down or no'; ■•'lul waa 
only afraid once, that was when he enter- 
ed tho centre ot the pooi; ho thought it 
v.-as all day w-ith him, as lie oxiiected his 
boat and himself would bo crushed to 
liieceri amongst llio timber and logs swir- 
ling around. Wiien ho passed the en- 
trance to the whirlpool he shot by a hoy 
who was sitting -with a pole in his hand 
iisliiiig in an eddy close to nhore, and bad- 
ly frightened Uio lad. Bowser said the 
force of the rapids was f.-ir greater than 
ho anticipated. To-day's trip was not for 
a -wager, but in view of tho I'au-Ameri- 
caii Exhibition next year. Ho could 
prove to tho world hin lifeboat ho built 
three yearpi ago could navigate the rapids 
safely, and he intended to have a lino of 
.such boats conetructed for taking parties 
through next year, and m.iki! a barrel of 
money out of it. Ho had conceived tho 
idea about two yea r^ ago, but since hia 
experience. tpjday.hej.will not go into the 
expursidn business tlirotigli the rapids," 



the feature of to-day's trip that has 
frightened him mofit was tho fact that he- 
fore starting this afternoon he nailed last 
with four penny nails an oar on the decli 
of his boat, driving tho nails down to 
their heads, for tho purpose of propelling 
tho boat out of tho whirlpool. When the 
boat reached the jiool the oar could not 
ho found, having been torn from its fas- 
tenings by tho sheer force of the water 
iS'isiion is 38 yeare of age, 5 foot lO'/^ in., 
170 pounds, dark, swarthy complexion, 
heavy black moustache, black eyes ami 
hair. He is a Dane by birth, but has been 
in the I'nited States since a boy. Ho is 
a school teacher, hul at present a bo( k- 
koopor in Chicago on his vacation. Hin 
boat iti 20 feet long, -l I'cot beam, -1 feet 
deep, ami is built -with air-tight com- 
partments, Idled with 300 pounds of cork, 
two aft and two fore, -with one on either 
side of the cockpit, which is IS inches 
wide, 4 feet long aud 4 foot deep, Tho 
outside of the boat id pine, inside elm, and 
ribs oak. Four iron rods run through the 
oak keel, bolted on either side of the keel. 
On those rodn are screwed and bolted the 
pound iron bar which righted the 
boat tiiis afteruoou wheu it was turned 
topsy-turvy in the rapids. The only 
thhig he had to hold himself iu the cock- 
pit was a piece of ■)i-incli line, which be 
tied around the keel inside of the cockpit, 
which ho looped around his shoulders like 
a pair of braces, and which, no doubt, did 
itB work to bold him in the boat when it 
turned upsidi' down. .Vrouiid his waist 
ho wore a cork vest or life preserver. The 
water in llio river to-da.v was unusually 
high and kept his boat off tho rocks. The 
bo.ic is lying on the shore at the whirl- 
pool to-night, not milch the worse for the 
trip. Bowser iloes not think he will make 
another trip, and is the liiKt man that 
has na\-igated the Whirlpool rupidt> ox- 
linsed 111 the full foive of the rapidcs iu all 
their fury.

In adilition to the iiigli wage they 
are jirovided with sleeping iu'eomnuxla- 
tioii and good nii'als; free I'Xcursions. con- 
certs and other annisemeiits luaki's their 
isolated position, which is guarded by 
armed police, tolerable at least. Had the 
men now on strike been ;iccoi-deil hut a 
viM-y meagre kind of sucli treatment, 
there woulil be no strike and no starving 
raiiiilies of striking d(jck laborei-s.

The (jeareity of maid-servants is felt 
the world over. The condition Is remedi- 
less, and likely to reniain so. I'actory, 
shop and olliee enipb>yment appears to be 
more' congenial to the average girl, even 
if the remuneration is lit^s, which is 
iindoiibteiUy so, all tliingw considered. The 
wagei? paid domesticti in a few" countries 
uiay he of interi'st. In lOngliiiid the 
■wage is said to be about ?0(l [ler annum, 
in France ijitill, (iermiiiiy the same. In 
llussia, Sweden, Denmark and Italy it is 
a little less, about !?.")0. In Switzerland 
the average is .fOO. In the United States 

I Jj;!.'!) a year wo-uld be about the average 
and Canada a very little below. The 

'highest wages paid (iomi^nics is in Cape 
Colony, !?210 a year. The Cape is some- 
what similarly eonditioned in this respect 
to British Columbia; the only difforonce 
being that Zulus instead of Chinamen are 
employed as domestics in South Africa. 
In the A.ustralinn colonies the average 
in Xew South Wales is highest— .f 100 a 
year and the lowest in Soutli Australia, 
SIS;").

M the Paris Exposition They Cut Them 
to Fit and I'ut Them iu Bo.xi's,

On 
two oci'asiiins ef late tlic'V have been 
called iin in rather amusing circniii- 
staiiees to exeicise their judgment and 
di|)loniacy. 

rill' (jnestion at issue in one ease con- 
eeriieil a colleclioii of statuetti^i. The 
collection is the property of Prince Oiik- 
thimisky, a nuint distinguitihed Itussian 
traveller and ethnologist. It consists of 
unique specimens, tidmirably fashioned 
in bronze, of tlie idols venerated by the 
.Mongols of Central Asia. The ttatuettes 
were lent by the prince to figure in the 
Uussian Asiatic section, and there for a 
time the entire collection was on view. 
Uuliapiiily, .Mongolian and European 
ideas on the .subject ot the [iroiiricties are 
not ideuticai, and tlu' extraordinary real- 
ism of many of the idol.s was a constant 
source of scandal. Fathers of families 
kept writing to the management to pr^^- 
test against an exhibition which they de- 
clared was an outrage on c<unnnui de- 
cency, and ladies lied from tlie abiuiiin- 
able spectacle in horritie<l indignation. 
The management, though anxioii.s to \)Ut 
an end to the scamlal, were much embar- 
rassed, since to have returned the stat- 
uettes to their owner would have mortal- 
ly offended a most important personage, 
\vli.« into the bargain is a Unssiau Prince. 
A w;iy has been found out of the dillleul- 
ty. A coffer of .•iutlleiently .Mongolian 
appearance has been iirocurcd, ami the 
offending statuettes have been packed 
within it. The most conspicuous object 
ill the stand lalieliMl ".Mongcdian Idols" is 
thus a big box, and [lerplexed visitoi-H, 
ignorant of the ciiiilents. regard with be- 
wilderment this wcjodcn image of nn iiii- 
he;ird of kind. 

An cijuestrian statue by M. A'ictor Pet- 
er ha^ given rise to a series nf most deli- 
cate iiegoti.itiiins. The statue was one of 
tw-o ordered to lill the recesses on either 
side of the main entrance to the (irand 
Palais. M. Peter made a slight mi.seal- 
culation of ithe space at his disposal, and 
when it was attempted to put up the 
statue in its place it was found to ho too 
long by a few inches. The sculptor at 
once appealeil to .M. Thomas, the archi- 
tect of the Grand Palais, for permission 
to make in 'the wall of the building the 
slight excavation which would allow him. 
so to spenk, to stable his steed. M. 
Thomas, however, held ui> his hands in 
horror at this sacrilegious not ion of 
scooping a small hole in his cililiee, and 
flatly refused the permissiim demanded. 
The mutter was referred to the manage- 
ment, and to the surprise of everybody 
acqiiainted with the quarrel, judgment 
has just been given against the sculptor. 
Ho has received notice that he must dock 
his horse of its tall and carve off a slice 
of .the animal's hindermost portions. 
Barely can a more ignominious fate have 
been reserved for a statue.
